Representative Lee Langley, author 
of a new tax bill introduced in the 


house Tues@sy afternoon, is‘ of the 
opinion that his bill will solve Geor- 
gia’s present tax problems without ne- 
cessitating any amendment. to the 
state constitution. This, he declared, 
is “the primary and ‘mmediate value 
of the measure.” | 

The bill provides for bringing out 
on the tax digests all forms of in- 
tangible property, making it subject 
to taxation under the present laws. 
It contains clauses sufficiently strin- 
gent, according to its author, to drag 
out this form of hidden property 
“from its caches.” 

“The bill is not perfect, of course,” 
snid Mr, Langley. “It will have to 
be worked over, but it embraces the 
principles upon ‘which a ‘suflicient 
and equitable tax system must be 
founded.” 

Mr. Langley stated that adoption of 
this measure would put a stop to the 
flood of special tax bills, introduced 
at every session of the legislature. 
aiming to raise revenue by taxing 
some special class, such as tobaccos, 
gasoline, fertilizers, occupations, etc., 
by raising such revenues for the state 
ds to render these unnecessary. 


Sees LobS-- Fight. 


“The bill will be fought harder than 
any tax measure yet introduced,” said 


.Mr. Langley, “because it reaches all 


classes of people and property and it 
will probably bring to the capitol 
halls a large and powerful lobby bent 
upon its defeat.” ' 

Mr. Langley stated. that he had 
deferred introducing the bill earlier 
in the session because of his desire 
of first hear other propesals to rem- 
edy the deplorable tax situation in 
Georgia.

Concerns To Aid 
Memorial Fund 


Every business concern in Atlanta, 
from the smallest to the largest, will 
be asked to-contribute to the comple- 
tion of Atlanta’s quota for the Stone 
Mountain Confederate memorial, it 
was stated yesterday by Albert S. 
Adams, chairman of the citizens’ com- 
mittee to raise the remainder of the 
amount allotted to this city. 

“All business concerns in Atlanta 
are interested, or should be interest- 
ed, in this great enterprise,” said 
Chairman Adams. “Therefore, we 
plan to ask them all to contribute to 
completing Atlanta’s quota. 

“The amount needed to complete 
Atlanta’s quota is approximately 
$125,000. This amount is small when 
divided among the business interests 
of this city. The association already 
has presented the matter to business 
concerns in a general letter, and a 
substantial number of contributions 
have been received therefrom, which 
we shall announce later. 


Proportional Donations. 


“Each business concern will be ask- 
ed to contribute in proportion to its 
volume of business. We do not ex- 
pect and will not ask one concern to 
contribute more than another con- 
cern of approximately the same vel- 
ume of business. When the remainder 
of Atlanta’s quota is evenly distributed 
over the entire business community; 
the amount solicited from each con- 
cern will be insignificant in compar- 
ison with the benefits it will derive 
from completion of this tremendous 
enterprise. 

“Another point I would like to 
stress is this—that Atlanta's total 
quota of $250,000 is comparatively a 
small part of the total cost of the 
work. Every dollar Atlanta puts into 
the memorial will be matched -by Yen 
dollars contributed outside of Atlanta. 

“What Atlanta does and when At- 
lanta does it will determine very 
largely if not entirely the whole fu- 
ture progress of the movement, because 
the outside world is only waiting for 
Atlanta to show her interest. The 
association’ has received unequivocal 
pledges that the balance needed to 
build the entire monument will be 
raised outside of Atlanta when this 
community gives the enterprise a sub- 
stantial start.” 

Mr. Adams said his plan is to raise 
n committee large enough to complete 
the Atlanta campaign in a minimum 
time and with minimum effort on 
the part of each committee worker.

Mr. Coburn was followed by Repre- 
sentative Joe Wood, of Fulton, editor 
of The Searchlight, official organ of 
the klan, who declared that the pres- 
ent klan was a living memorial to the 
klan of the “sixties” which followed 
the civil war. 

Explains Use of Masks. 

Representative Wood explained that 
one of the principal reasons for masks 
in the organization, was to protect 
members from being. “boycotted” by 
He explained that 


the identity of klansmen became 
known which resulted in their busi- 
nesses being ruined by those against 
the order. 

Jesse W. Mercer was the first 
speaker in favor of the measure. He 
urged a favorable report on the bill, 
declaring he was unalterably opposed 
to “any organization which hid be- 
hind a mask in its activities.”

Editor Constitution: I am reading 
with very great interest Mr. Hollo- 
mon’s daily article in The Cénstitu- 
tion dealing with conditions in Geor- 
gia on the taxation situation. The 
situation is a lamentable one, especial- 
ly when such institutions as the Geor- 
gia Schoolof Technology and the uni- 
versity cannot receive adequate sup- 


rt. 

_.You probably know that one of the 
first graduates of the Georgia School 
of ‘Technology was George G, Craw- 
ford, now president of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad company and 
under whose guilding hand the Stee! 
corporation has invested many mil- 
lions of dollars in the varied interests 
of that great property in Birming- 
ham. The whole south is the richer 
by millions of dollars for the work 
that Crawford has done. Crawford, as 
you probably know, is a native of 
Georgia. After graduating at the 
School of Technology he went to Bir- 
mingham and had some practical ex- 
perience in a big iron plant there.’ 
Leaving Birmingham he went east and 
later became one of the foremost 
metallurgists of America and was sent 
by the Steel corporation to study the 
by-product coke industry of Europe. 
It was largely through his work that 
the by-product coke business was de- 
veloped in this country. And then, 
when in “1907 the Steel corporation 
hought the preperty of the’ Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad eompany, it 
selected Crawford as the ablest man 
in its employ to handle this situation. 
for be it known that the handling of 
that property and the development of 
it from the chaotic condition in which 
it was at that time has required the 
highest possible technical skill and 
managerial ability. Crawford has 
measured up to the whole situation and 
through him millions and tens of mil- 
lions of dollars have been invested in 
the enlargement of the Tennessee com- 
pany s operations. 

If the Georgia School of Technologr 

had never done anything else for the 
south than to have produced Craw- 
ford, it would have more than repaid 
the south for all the money that has 
been expended in the maintenance of 
that school, but that institution has 
turned out many other men of ability, 
men who in the south and in other 
sections are vastly increasing the 
wealth of thig country. Considering 
the niggardly way in which it has 
been treated by the state of Georgia. 
the Georgia School of Technology has 
probably surpassed in its work by 
reason of the men who have man- 
aged it any similar institution in this 
country. I know of no other technical 
state institution which has accomplish- | 
ed so much, hampered as it has been | 
by the inadequacy of the support re-| 
ceived from the state, There are thou- | 
sands of young men in Georgia who/| 
need the opportunity furnished by this 
institution to ft them te do similar’ 
work to that which Crawford has been 
doing, but they will try in vain for the

J. N. Hodgéon, of Athens, a Georgia cot- 
ton mill" president, recently asked The 
Manufacturers Record why Georgia had lag- 
ged behind in cotton mill development as 
compared with North Carolina. In reply 
the editor gave his views on the matter 
and Mr. Hodgson asked the privilece of 
publishing that letter in Georgia. It fol- 
lows in part: : 

“Georgia and Alabama have just ns ae 
natural advantages for cotton industry and 
for’ furniture making and for other lines of 
diversified manufacturing as the Carolinas, 
but the Carolinas have been getting the 
mills, Gaston county, North Carolina, for 
instance, has over one hundred cotton mills 
and the progress of that state in this in- 
dustry has been commanding not only na- 
tional bunt international attention. 

“If you will go back some years, you will 
find that Alabama and Georgia twenty-five 
years ago were commanding the attention of 
New England cotton mill people. At that 
time they built the Massachusetts mill near 
Rome and the Dwight mills near Gadsden 
and the Merrimac mill at Huntsville. New | 
England then was looking to Georgia and | 
Alabama as sites for cotton manufacturing 
to a greater extent than to the Carolinas 
and the mills which New Englanders built 
in Georgia and Alabama were, I believe, 
without exception profitable. Naturally 
the location of these mills should have 
drawn other New England investments into 
these states and stimulated the bocal people 
to put money into cotton milis.* The Caro- 
lines have never depended upon outside 
capital for cotton mill ,Wuilding. When it 
has come it has been of its own accord and 
A large por- 
tion of the miils in North Carolina have 
been built by local capital. Men of means, 
large and small, have regarded cotton mills 
as a sound and safe investment ahd the 
result has been that cotton mills and totton 
mil] stocks are talked of in every village 
in these states, and the local people are 
the largest owners of the capital of the 
mills. This very faith in their own’ mills 
has caused northern capital to seek invest- 
ment in these mills and ,thus the combined 
power of local and outside capital had beep 
concentrated upon this work. 

Meaning of Water Power. 
“I think, moreover, that the Carolinas 
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D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, one of the 
greatest industrial developers and most far- 
seeing men which the south has ever pro- 
duced, concentrated his whole life upon 
teaching and preaching and practicing jjn- 
yestment in cotton mills. As one of fhe 
owners of The Charlotte Observer, he made 
that paper the outstanding exponent among 
daily papers of industrial and business de- 
velopment. He established a rule in that 
office that murders and suicides and other 
crimes were to be given as little attention 
as possible, that only a few linés would be 
necessary to tell of any crime, even of a 
murder, while great space should be given 
to the story of industrial interests, to the 
building of a new mill, or even to the bet- 
tering of the conditions of any particular 
farm. ‘There is,’ said Mr. Tompkins, in 
talking with me about the matter, ‘more 
vital interest in the work of a farmer in 
improving the soil and diversifying his 
crops than there is in reporting some cut- 
ting scrape of negroes or even some mur- 
der.’ He told his staff that if they wanted 
sensation to keep aman stationed at the 
Chicago morgue and let him from day to 
day telegraph all the sensational stuff they 
wanted about crimes of every kind” which | 
would center around the Chicago morgue,

made, to every industry established, 
every indication of better farming. 

‘In furthering this work, Mr. Tompkins 
employed a very gifted woman writer 
visit all of the cotton mills in the section 
tributary to Charlotte and publish every 
day in the afternoon paper, which he also 
owned, reports from the factory employees. 
He said it was just as important to tell 
about the social events among these factory 
employees as it was for New York papers 
to report the doing of the ‘Four Hundred.’ 
He stressed, through his personal work in 
visiting these factories and through the 
work of this good woman editor, the point 
that the cotton mill operatives should 
never think of themselves as down-trodden 
or unfortunate people because of their em- 
ployment. He sought to build up the 
morale of the people, to make them proud 
of the work they were doing, to make them 
realize they were taking part in world af- 
fairs in the manufacture of cotton. Day 
after day his afternoon paper published 
pictures of exceptionally good looking young 
women employed in these cotton mills and 
he would never accept a photograph for pub- 
lication unless the ,operative was dressed 
up in her best ‘Sunday go-to-meeting gown,’ 
so that she might be proud of the appear- 
ance she made in the Charlotte paper, 

Tribute to Tompkins, 

‘‘All of this helped té create a spirit of 
enthusiasm among the mill operatives and 
among the people of the Carolinas, for his 
paper circulated largely in both states. 
What Henry Grady was to Atlanta, as a 
moving power in developing the Atlanta 
epirit and in uniting the Atlanta people for 
the development of that city—and to that 


work of Henry Grady is due much of the | 


wonderful progress that Atlanta is still 
making—D. A. Tompkins was to the indus- 
trial interests of the Carolinas and indeed 
his influence was felt throughout the en- 
tire south. In histdeath the south lost one 
of its greatest forces for constructive up- 
building and for the betterment of the 
thought of its people in the things which 
make for progress and prosperity. 

‘‘North Carolina is no better located for 
furniture making than is Georgia or Ala- 
bama, but certain sections of North Carolina 
are literally alive with furniture factories. 
High Point, for instancéig shipping furni- 
ture to South Africa on one side and to the 
Pacific coast on the other. It is making 
furniture which rivals that of the best made 


in the United Sites and is second in quan- 
rand pids. This industry

the furniture factories of North, 
Carolina have grown up in the community. 
Many of them have advanced from me- 
chanics to become superintendents and then 
to become owners of the factories, or the 
executives of companies organized to bulid 


furniture factories. A 
condition exists as to cotton milis. Many of 
the most successful cotton mill people in the 
Carolinas haye come right out ot the fac- 
tories, 

‘“‘There are also other things in connec- 
tion with this industry which are interest- 
ing and important to consider, For tie last 
few years North Carolina has been carrying 
on the greatest road building campaign in 
the United States. The state and coun- 
ties, with small federal aid, have been ex- 
pending a hundred and twenty million dol- 
lars on road building and that state has 
been expending twenty million dollars or 
more on construction of universities and 
colleges and school buildings. In this re- 
spect, it has been carrying on a campaign 
of educational advancement matching that 
of its highway building. Georgia has not 
kept pace with North Carolina, either in its 
road building campaign or in its educa- 
tional work. North Carolina has found 

inspiration in the building of high- 
ways and in the enlargement of schools and 
colleges. All of.this has stimulated 
whole state and given to it an intensifict- 
tion of interest in ‘every line of develop- 
ment. Moreover these things have attract- 
ed more general attention throughout the 
United States and called forth more edi- 
torial commendation and more news articles 
during the last two years than have been 
given to any other state in the south, unless 
perhaps Fiorida may have had an equal 
share of public attention in this respect. 
South Carolina was lagging behind in the 
development of cotton mills, but recently 
it has caught a new step and grepzft enter- 
prises are being development in that state. 

‘In connection with hydro-electric de- 
velopment, and most of the mills of the 
Carolinas are run by electric power, Mr. 
a native of North Carolina, who 
made his vest fortune out of the tobacco 
business, which in his case bad its origin 
in that state, has expended over $70,000,000 
in hydro-eleetric development in the. Caro- 
linas. It is estimated that his investments 
there are now worth $100,000,000. Thus to 
Mr. Dtike’s wonderful far-seeing vision in 
beginning years ago hydro-electric develop- 
ment on a large scale must be attributed a 
very large measure of the textile progress 
of the Carolinas. 

The Climate of Georgia. 

‘The climatic advantages of Georgia are 
in many respects very similar to those of 
the Carolinas. You have the elevation of 
the Piedmont section and the higher moun- 
tain regions. You produce the cotton. You 
have the water powers whieh are now being 
developed to a larger extent than formerly. 
You hbave the same kind ef Anglo-Saxon 
White lebor that has proved so successful 
in the Carolina mills, but you have lacked 
that concentration upon industrial develop- 
ment by the press and tie people of the 
state which made possible the wonderful 
growth of the textile and other industries in 
the Carolinas. Too many Georgia papers 
were for years absorbed in politics. They 
did not give as much attention as they 
should have given to industrial potentiali- 
ties, for the quickening of the interests of 
the whole people, the building of highways, 
the betterment of school conditions, in the 
payment of adequate salaries to school, 
teachers and the maintenance of the Georgia 
S@hool of Technology on a scale worthy of 
its superb work. In these respects Georgia 
fell short of its opportunities. 

“For many years after the days of re- 
construction, Georgia led the whole south. 
It receiyed more editorial commendation and 
more news in other papers than any other 
state in the south. It wes heralded every- 
where as the ‘Empire State of the South.’ 
Hundreds of thousands of people came to 
believe that there was nothing else mucb in 
the south except Atlanta and Georgia, but 
when Georgia concentrated its thought and 
upon politics it changed the 
thought of its people from industrial pur- 
suits to hot politica—red hot burning politics 
that absorbed more time and attention and 
mere thought than anything else in the 
state, 

‘This is a diagnosis which I long ago 
mode in my own mind as to why Georgia, 
and I \would include Alabama in the same 
eategory, failed with al] of its superb ad- 
vantages to keep in the lead in the south’s 
industrial development and why North 
Carelina especially stepped fmto the breach 
and led the advancing hosts of southern 
progress. The spirit of energy. of tireless 
work, of enthusiasm for material and edu- 
cational advancement, the wonderful work 
of highway construction, of educational 
achievement, of cotton mill and furniture 
making industries, have quickened the very 
life blood of the Carolinas; but Georgia and 
Alabama have the same kind of resources, 
ti® same kind of people, the same kind of 
climate and, in some respect, many mineral 
advantages which the Carolinas do not pos- 
sess. It is up to the people of Georgia and 
Atebama whether they will lag behind in 
the race or whether they will keep step 
with the pace North Carolina has set.

By rights and traditions I really 
should begin this talk about neuritis 
by asserting flatly that there is no 
such disease, but neuritis isn’t old 
enough in the popular mind as yet, 
and besides the facts are stubborn, 
and I dare not ring in my favorite 
opening challenge, for it would be 
just the kind of irony I deserve for 
some kind of neuritis to happen to me 
myself. So we'll let it go at that. 

The sad truth is that there are more 
varieties of neuritis than there are of 
rheumatism—forgetting for the mo- 
ment, if you ‘please, that thete is no 
such cordition as rheumatism. In 
fact, each.individual case of neuritis 
—of genuine neuritis, I mean—not 
just the fashionable application of 
the term to every real or imaginary 
ache or pain—each ‘ndividual case of 
the real neuritis is enough unlike 


each other case to warrant classify- 
ing it as a separate variety, 

Well, now, I am sure the alert 
reader will begin- to suspect whither | 
we are drifting. My dear children, 
the term neuritis is derived from two 
words or roots which are Greek, to 
ine, at any rate, and mean respectively 
nerve and inflammation. So neuritis 
is inflammation of a nerve. 

You already know that neuralgia 
means nerve ache or nerve pain. So

(3) Lse 
a piece of unslaked lime the size of a 
walnut in two quarts of boiled water 
ina crock or earthen jar. Stir thor- 
oughly andallow it to settle. Then 
pour off the clear liquid, which is lime 
water. More boiled water may be 
added until the lime is all used for 
making more lime water, It will keep 
a month. Every young mother should

I shall not enter into any dis- 
cussion of the-rule which has been 
declared by the supreme court for 
the ascertainment of the value of 
railway property; the question has 
been before that court many times 
and without respect to my personal 
_ opinion as to the soundness of the 
decisions it seems to me that the 
rule has been definitely and final- 
ly established. I am dealing with 
the control and regulation of our 
railways from a legislative stand- 
point and my purpose is fulfilled 
when I make it clear that, so far 
as values are concerned, congress 
has no jurisdiction whatever. 1 We 
must accept the result of a judicia) 
investigation guided by the constitu- 
tion of the country and the law of 


the land, 
Settled Law. 

I understand perfectly that the 
controversy as to values is still in 
progress notwithstanding the opin- 
ions which have from time to time, 
been rendered by the supreme 
court, but with that phase of the 
railway problem I have nothing to 

in the legislative way, and, as 
stated in the beginning, I am con- 
sidering only the soundness’ and 
fairpess of section 15-a in so far as 
the values of railway properties are 
concerned. I repeat that when the 
transportation act .was passed, and 
for years before, i¢ wae the settled 
law of the United States tnat the 
ascertainment of the value of rail- 
way property for rate making pur- 
poses presented a question that 
must be determined by the courtF 
of the country; a question that 
could not be affected by legisla- 
tion. 

I turn now to a brief comment 
upon section 15-a which relates tc 
the value of railway property. Par- 
agraph 4, of this section, is as fol- 
lows: * 

“For the purposes of this sec- 
tion, such aggregate value of the prop-, 
erty of the carriers shall be deter 
mined by the commission from time 
to time and as often as may be nee- 
essary. The commission may utilize 
the results of its investigation under 
section 19-a of this act (interstate 
commerce act), in so far as deemed 
available, and shall give due consid- 
eration to al] the elements of value 
recognized by the law of the land for 
rate-making purposes, and shall give 
to the property investment account of 
the enrriers only that consideration 


Reason 
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which under such law it is entitled to 
in establishing values for rate mak- 
ing purposes. Whenever pursuant to 
section 19-a of this act the value of 
the railway property or any carrier 
held for and used in the service of 
transportation has been finally ascer- 
tained shall be deemed by the com- 
mission to be the value thereof fo 
the purpose of determining such ag- 
gregate value”. 
Valuation Act. 


It is to be observed that the com- 
mission, in determining values, is au- 
thorized, in .reaching preliminary 
results, to utilize its investigations 
under section 1 of the _inter- 
state commerce act. This _ section 
is what is commonly known as the 
La Follette valuation get and when 
the commission has finafly determin- 
ed the value of the property of any 
carrier under the Valuation act it is 
directed to.use that value in reaching 
a conclusion as to the aggregate valuc 
of all the railway property. , 

‘It is to be observed further ~ tbat 

paragraph 4 contains this declara- 
tion: “and shall give due consider 
ation to all the elements of value 
recognized by the law of the land 
for rate making purposes.” There 
could *not be a fairer or more com- 
plete legislative rule than this. If 
any mistake has occurred or, shall 
hereafter occur in the valuation o° 
railway properties it is not a mis- 
take in legisiation. If the commission 
does not properly apply the law of 
pn est in the ee ges of = 
uty, then upon appeal to the courts 
the ¢rror will be pores abe by the 
only authority in pur government com- 
petent to render a final decision re- 
specting values, I very confidently 
submit to the people of my state and 
to the country that whatever other 
faults may be found in section 15-a, no 
just criticism can be laid against its 
provisions relating to the value of 
railway property.

Just beneath the thunderheads is 
the narrow, turbulent,  blue-drab 
squall cloud. ‘The patches of cloud 
are now falling, now rising, now 
moving hither and thither as if in 
great commotion. Beyond the squall 
eloud is the dark rain cloud, half-hid- 
den from view by the curtain of rain. 

“The thunderheads and _ squall 
clouds are now just passing overhead. 
The lightning flashes, the thunder 
rolls, big pattering raindrops begin 
to fall or perhaps, instead of these, 
damage-causing hailstones, The gen- 
tle breeze has changed to the violent 
outrushing squall wind, blowing di- 
rectly from the storm. and the tem- 
perature is dropping as if by magic. 
Soon the rain descends in torrents, 
shutting out everything from view. 
After a time the wind dies down, but 
continues from the west or northwest; 
the rain decreases in intensity; the 
lightning flashes follow each other at 
longer intervals. An hour or two has 
passed; it is growing lighter in the 
west; the wind has died down; the 
rain has almost stopped. Soon the 
rain ceases entirely, the clouds break 
through and become fracto-cumulus or 
cirriform: the temperature rises some- 
what, but it is still cool and pleasant: 
the wind has become very light and 
has shifted back to the southwest or 
south. Now the domes and turrets of 
the retreating shower are visible in 
the east; perhaps a rainbow spans the 
sky: the roll of the thunder becomes 
more distant; the storm has passed, 
and all nature is refreshed.”

About Bond Issues 


There is much talk of Bond Issues for the City 
of Atlanta.. Without discussing the merits of any 
particular issue it is well to remember that a 
Bond is a mortgage debt, which will have to be 
paid promptly, principal and interest. . 


Under the law, not only the interest but one- 
thirtieth of the principal must be paid each year. 
This amounts to $83,333 for each million, less 
the reduction of interest as the debt is paid. The 
Bond issues voted two years ago added $732,000 
to the budget. 


The various issues proposed would more than 
take up the constitutional limit, which is about 
$7,500,000 on the present taxable property. If 
all this were issued it would add to the budget 
another $625,000.. 


It is clear that bonds should not be authorized 
without the certainty of sufficient income to 
meet the fixed charges without hampering the 
vital work of the City. 


It should not. be forgotten that there is a nec- 
essary increase of expénses with the growth of 
population and that the capital outlay through 
bond issues for improvements always makes it 
necessary to spend more money to take care of 
those improvements. . 


As expenses more than keep pace with income, 
some provision will have.to be madafor heavier 
fixed charges or the City will be more and more 
embarrassed.

One should 
get.into the habit of hard work and 
then, when it is necessary to work 
hard it comes easy. 

Young men succeed at golf now 
more than they did twenty years ago 
because they take up the game when 
they are youths and acquire the art 
of the true swing. Most youngsters 
inherit the game now, as they can 
point to golf played by their fathers, 
or their grandfathers. This was not 
the case twenty years ago. ‘The one 
important thing in driving a long ball 
is the suppleness of the muscles. 
Older men fail to relax and, when one 
begins to stiffen up, the game begins 
to suffer. If the older man could 
go at it with the enthusiasm of youth, 
a man of sixty, by virtue of his great 
experience, would be a better golfer 
than any boy of twenty-one.

Old Stars But Expect a 
Strong Team. 


Chapel] Hill, N. C., July 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hot summer weather and the 
fact that it will be about seven weeks 
before training begins do not keep 
many University of North Carolina 
students here for the summer session 
from optimistically discussing the ap- 
proaching football season, Nor does 
the fact that with the close of the 
1922 season Carolina lost a host of 
the mightiest gridiron warriors she 
has ever produced, dampen _ their 
spirits. The chances are that there 
will still be twelve letter men back 
with plenty of scrub and freshman 
material from last year to help out 
the squad. 

Carolina loses from the brilliant 
1922 team that played ten games and 
won them all except an 18 to 0 Joss 
to Yale, fiye in particular that will 
be hard to replace. That team won 
the South Atlantic championship and 
was classed with Georgia Tech and 
Vanderbilt as the “big three” of the 
southern gridiron. 

e big men who will not be here 
for play are Captain Grady Pritchard, 
who played four years at guard and 
tackle for Carolina; “Red” Johnston. 
the most brilliant running back pro- 
duced here for many years and one 
of the best in the south; Bill Blount. 
center of three years varsity work: 
“Suey” Cochran, for four years one 
of the best ends in his territory, and 
Fred Morris, fleet-footed mate te 
Johnston in the backfield, 


Many Stars Return. 


In spite of these losses, however, 
Carolina will present a fine array of 
Stars when practice begins: First, 
there is Cantain “Casey” Morris, for 
three years an outstanding southern 
end and universally elected for the 
All-South Atlantic team. It will be 
his last year and should be his best 
He led the baseball team through a 
good season this spring and Carolina 
football followers believe he will prove 
an able chieftain op the gridiron. It 
will be around him and the other older 
men that the Fetzer brothers will 
build their machine. 

Viewing first the backfield mate- 
rial which students, at least, consider 
of first importance, there are four 
brilliant backs who are sure to return 
who may get back. These 
first four are “Monk” McDonald, for 
three years a varsity quarterback : 
George Sparrow, who played his first

With the assurance of a two-thirds 
vote in the house, Governor Clifford 
Walker announced Tuesday night that 
supporters of the free school books 
platform will insist’ on the passage 
of a bill at this’ session, appropriating 


pupils in -the first primary grade’ of 
the schools of the state. | 

This announcement followed the 
governor’s reference to the free school 
books plank in ‘the party platform, 
in his special message to the legisla- 
ture on Tuesday, and the introduc- 
tion of a resolution in the senate, call- 
ing upon him to appoint a commis- 
sion to investigate the entire question: 

The governor stated that friends 
of the plan have been meeting in bis 
office for the past week and check- 
ing over the situation as regards the 
expense of the proposal and the sen- 
timent of the house. 

As a result-of these meetings it 
was found that, contrary to -state- 
ments which have been made, the cest 
will not be prohibitive. It was de- 
cided to ask for free books for only 
one grade this year, with the purpose 
of extending the system to the other 
grades in future years. The cost of 
this will be only $60,000, taking ad- 
vantage of some books which are al- 
ready in the.state and which can be 
used.

PRESIDENT URGES’ 
COURT. OF JUSTICE

past .two and a half yars, including 
the conclusion of peace with  Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary, the 
arts conference and the British debt 
settlement. ' , 

Two pending international! questions 
were discussed’ by the chief executive, 
With respect to one—the recognition 
of Russia—he declared, “international 
good faith forbids any sort. of sanc- 
tion of the Bolshevist policy.” The 
other qffestion concerned relations 
with Mexico and in discussing it Mr. 
Harding said he earnestly hoped the 
American commission now in Mexico 
City would achieve “definite and fa- 
vorable results.” 

Having in the past two and a half 
vears, he said, “strengthened our 
friendly relationships and done much 
to promote peace in the world,’ the 
United States, he maintained, - now 
should do its part to bring the bless- 


‘ings of peace and absence of fear of 


war to the other nations of the world. 

“Nations ought no more need resort 
to force in the settlement of their 
disputés or differences than do men 
in this enlightened day,” he asserted. 
“Out of this conviction, out of my 
belief in a penitent world craying for 
the agencies of peace, out of the in- 
evitable presidential contact with the 
world war havoc and devastation and 
the measureless sorrow which at- 
tended and has followed, I would be 
insensible to-duty and violate all the 
sentiments of my heart and all my 
convictions if I failed to urge Ameri- 
can support ofthe permanent court 
of international justice. 

“IT do not know that such a court 
will be unfailing in the avoidance of 
war, but I know it is a step in the 
right direction, and will prove an ad- 
vance towurd international peace for 
which the conflictive conscience of 
mankind is calling.” 

Answers Criticisms, 


Evidently having in mind published 
statements by members of the senate 
and others criticising his St. Louis 
address, in which he proposed a re- 
construction of the creative machinery 
of the court, the president said: 

“My own sincerity of purpose has 
been questioned because I do not 
insist that we shall accept the ex- 
isting World court. precisely as pro- 
vided. Personally I would vastly 
prefer the policy of submitting all 
controversies im which we are con-. 
cerned to the court as it 6its today, 
as against any other agency of settle- 
ment yet devised. As president, 
speaking for the United States, I am 
more interested in adherence to such 
a tribunal in the best form attainable 
than I am concerned about triumph 
of presidential insistence. ‘The big 
is the firm establishment of 
the court and our cordial adherence 
thereto. All else is mere detail.” 

Prefacing his review of interna- 
tional achievements with the declara- 
tion that “when the present national 
administration came into responsi- 
bility world affairs were in a compli- 
cated and very difficult posture,’”’ the 
president gaid, four niain tasks were 
undertaken, as follows: 

“First, the re-establishment of peace 
with the central’ powers and the 
orderly settlement of those important 
after-problems of the war which di- 
rectly involved the United States; 

“Second, the protection and_ pro- 
motion, amid the chaos of conflicting

“The limitation of armament con- 
ference was significantly triumphant 
in two accomplishments: 


“Tt relieved and limited the burdens 
and found a way to remove the causes 
of misunderstandings which lead to 
war, ... . The conference proved 
one of the greatest achievements in 
the history of international relations.” 

The president enumerated the va- 
rious treaties and agreements which 
erom, ous of the conference and then 
added: e 


“Probably the most important re- 
sults of this historically important 
conference are those which are un- 
written and imponderable. I refer 
to the revelations of sentiment and 
purpose, to the manifestations of good 
will and the evident thirst for bet+ 
ter understanding... . . If you would 
measure the work of the conference, 
contrast the present opinion as to 
peace in the east with the view which 
was widely entertained and frequent- 
ly expressed before the conference 
was held. The mists, which had the 
forebodings of war clouds, have been 
dispelled.” 

Mr. Harding aye pointed to the 
good offices perfofmed by American 
representatives at Lausanne, assert- 
ing that, although “cynical ¢ritics 
sneered at our ‘unofficial’ represen- 
tatives.” he was firmly of the belief 
that “American influence at Lau- 
sanne played a becoming part, and 
an influential part, in making for 
peace, when all the world stood in ap- 
prehension of an armed conflagra- 


tion.”

Turning to Latin America, the 
chief executive reviewed a long list 
of victories in stateeraft and of evVi- 
dences of good will toward the Unit- 
ed States. -Among these he included 
the agreement by Costa Rica and 
Panama at the behest of the United 
States to accept an arbitral award 
in their boundary dispute; economic 
recovery in Cuba; establishment of 
provisional government in the Domin- 
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the United” States:

American states at Santiago, Chile. 

“Our feeling toward the Mexican 
people is one of entire and very 
‘cordial friendliness, and we have deep- 
ly regretted the necessity for the con- 
tinued -suspension of diplomatic rela- 
tions,” said the president in his ref- 
erence to Mxico. “W have no ha- 
tred toward Mexico, no selfish ends to 
serve at her expense. We have no 
promptings other than those of neigh- 
borly friendship. We have no desire 
to interfere in the internal concerns 
of Mexico. We respect in: the Mex- 
ican people the same rights of self- 
determination which we exact for 
ourseives. 

“It is not for us to suggest what 
laws she shall have -relating to the 
future for we willingly acclaira Mex- 
icv as the judge of her own domestic 
policy. We do, however, maintain 
one clear principle whieh ‘lies at the 
foundation of all international] inter- 
course. When a-nation has invited 
intercotrse with other nations and 
has exacted laws under which invest- 
ments have been legally made, con- 
tracts entered into and property rights 
acquired by. citizens of other juris- 
dict'>ns, it is an essential condition 
of international intercourse that law- 
ful obligations shall be met, and there 
shall be no resort to confiscation and 
repudiation. We are not insistent. on 
the form of any particular assurance 
ugainst confiscation but we do desire 
the substance of such protection. . 
Such assurance: is in the interest of 
permanent friendly — relations. We 
have sought to have this wholly de- 
fensible attitude understood by our. 
Mexican neighbors ever since the pres- 
ten administration came into power. 

“I am hap to say that we now 
have our commissioners in conference 
at Mexico City and it is earnestly 
hoped that there may be definite and 
favorable results from their exchange 
of views with the Mexican commis- 
sioners. ‘We crave not only friendly 
relationship, but we wish it to be 
founded upon an understanding which 
will guarantee its permanence. Upon 
such an understanding we may jointly 
promote the most neighborly friend- 
ships which shall be to the mutual ad- 
vantage of the two republics.”

Mr. Harding then proceeded to the 
enunciation of international achicve- 
ments, taking up first the negotia- 
tion of separate treati@s of peace with 
the central powers, which was nec- 
essary, as “the peace negotiated by 
my distinguished predecessor, though 
he was impelled by lofty purposes, had 
evoked a bitter and undying contro- 
versy.” 

The negotiations resulted “in treat- 
ies which established peace with those 
countries on an equitable basis, and 
at the same time preserved for the 
United States the rights embodied in 
the Paris treaties which we *had ac- 
quired through participation in the 
common victory.” 

Next the executive listed the Ger- 
man-American treaty providing for a 
mixed claims commission to deter- 
mine American claims against Ger- 
many in connection with organization 
of which, he said, “the extraordinary 
tribute, unparellelel in international 
relationships was paid to the Ameri- 
can sense of justice by the suggestion 
on the part of Germany that the Unit- 
ed States should appoint an Ameri- 
can umpire.” 

The settlement of the British debt, 
the president asserted, wag another 
accomplishment of importance for 
Great Britain in undertaking the dis- 
charge of an obligation of more than 
four and a half billion dollars “put 
a fresh stamp of approval on the sa- 
credness of international obligations,” 
and the settlement gave “a new assur- 
ance ‘of stability throughout’ the 
world.” 

Mr. Harding. also mentioned the 
debt settlement’ virtually concluded 
with Finland, the negotiations pend- 
ing* with Czecho-Slovakia and_ the

Chicago, July 31—-The word of a 
lowly bus conductor was taken Tues- 
day in preference to the testimony of 
debutantes and others from Chicago’s 
highest social circles by a- coroner’s 
jury which held Mahlon O. West, son 
of a leading family, to the grand jury 
in $10,000 bond on a charge of man- 
slaughter. _ : 

West drove the automobile which 
collided with a motorbus driven by 
Fred Toekelt the night of July 25. 
Tockelt was killed and 15 passengers 
injured. Among those in West’s car 
were Miss Mary Meeker, daughter of 
Arthur Meeker, the Chicago packer. 
and Miss Helen Isham, daughter of 
another wealthy gold coast family.

All the occupants of West’s car 
told the jury that no liability should 
be attached to West, Only John W.

FLBERT COUNTY 
BREAKS RECORD 


Athens, Ga., July 31.—(Special.) 
Elbert county broke one record to- 


other counties jn alfalfa raising, and 
achieve the distinction of being the 
“alfalfa county of the south.” 
_The record the Elbert county citi- 
zens broke was attendance at a coun- 
ty day held at the State. College of 
Agriculture when more than 300 bus- 
ines men and farmers, led by County 
Agent W. C. Huie, spent the day at 
the college, studied modern methods 
of farming and heard addresses on 
how to bring their county out of the 
ru. agriculturally. 


The Elbertonians were addressed by 


the State College of Agriculture, 
James A. Hollomon, associate editor 
of The Atlanta Constitution; John 
R. Fain, Milton P. Jarnigan and J. 
H. Wood, of the State College of 
Agriculture. Raymond ° 
one of the progressive young citi- 
zens of Elberton, presided over the 
meeting. 

The delegation was told that they 
represented the first county so far 
as is known that has set out to 
achieve distinction as an alfalfa rais- 
ing county and a stock raising center. 
“Because,” as Dr. Jarnigan pointed 
out, “production of foodstuff for live 
stock is 99 per cent of thd battle in 
making live stock production profit- 
able.” 

In becoming a poultry raising cen- 
ter Elbert county is creating an ex- 
tra source of revenue which. if fos- 
tered sensibly and economically and 
made self-sustaining, will yield a gold- 
en harvest, said Mr. Wood, of the 
poultry husbandry division of the 
college. 

Mr. Wood pointed out that $1,500,000 
has been added to Georgia’s wealth 
in the last 12 months by the poultry 
industry. The number of chickens has 
increased 1,000,000 or more in that 
period. The incubator capacity has 
crown from 190,000 to 500,000 chick- 
ens in that time and is being added 
to with remarkable rapidity.“ 

One hundred and five cars of poul- 
try have been co-operatively sold in 
the Jast 12 months in this state, Mr. 
Wood said. This is considered as 
a remarkable record, inasmuch as 
Georgia held her first co-operative 
poultry sale 15 months ago. 

Carroll county was pointed to as 
one of the foremost poultry counties 
of the state. Last year that county 
bought 200,000 baby chicks and is 
now shipping 100 crates of eggs co- 
operatively each week, : 

Dr. Soule, in his address, pointed 
out the need for trained leadership in 
the rural life of Georgia, showing at 
the same time how this trained lead- 
ership can make the latent resources 
of Georgia pay handsome dividends, 

In connection with Dr. Soule’s re- 
marks Mr. Hollomon declared that the 
state, by denying the State College of 
Agriculture and other higher institu- 
tions livable appropriations ig “‘starv- 
ing the fountainhead of its pros- 
perity.” 

Mr. Hollomon said that the Geor- 
gin Agricultural college is the most 
efficient and best he has ever seen 
in his travels over the nation. His 
address on the relation of the agricul- 
turn] leader to the business man was 
enthusiastically received and’ created 


ja profound impression. 


He remarked on the presence of so 
many of Elberton business men at the 
meeting as proof that the farmer is 
finding a staunch ally in the business 
man in the solution of the agricul- 
tural and economie problems con- 
fronting the country.

New York, July 31.—Fresh weak- 
ness developed in today’s stock mar- 
ket as a result of the overnight turn 
for the worse in President Harding's 
condition. Speculation for the decline 
again offered large blocks of stocks, 


which were increased by the offerings 
'of frightened investors. Losses of 1 
ito 4 points took place in most of 
‘the speculative favorites, the average 
of industrial stocks again establish- 
ing a new low 1ecord for the year. 

Selling pressure was most effective 
against the oil, sugar, steel, equipment 
and automotive stocks, although a 
large number of rails and other indus- 
| trials registered substantial recessions 
on the day. 

Liquidation of the oil shares, which 
has been in progress for some time 
because of the unfavorable conditions 
in the industry, assumed larger pro- 
portions in a few issues today on re- 
ports that recently formed pools were 
breaking up after an unsuccessful 
campaign to boost prices. Cosden 
broke more than 3 points to 301-4, a 
new low and then rallied to 31. Losses 
of 2 points or more were also es- 
tablished by~Pay-American, Houston 
and Marland. 

Further reductions in the prices of 
raw and refined sugar brought fresh 
selling in the sugar shares, Manati 
breaking 31-2 “points on one trans- 
action and American, American Beet, 
Cuban-American, Cuba Cane common 
and preferred and Punta Alegre yield- 
ing 1 to 3 points. 

United States Steel common 
touched 851-2, another new low for 
the year. The quarterly report issued 
after the market closed showed total 
earnings of $47,858,181, as against 
$34,780,069 in the previous quarter. 
E. H. Gary, chairman of the board, 
in commenting on the steel business, 
declared that he was well satisfied 
with present conditions and that 
while there has been a seasonable 
diminution in new business the corpo- 
{ ration’s plants could operate at prac- 
tically full capacity for a long period 
if orders continued as large as they 
were at present. 

In the railroad group new lows 
were established by St. Paul common 
and preferred, Atchison, Missouri Pa- 
cific common and preferred, and Texas 
and Pacific. 

Call money held at 6 per cent all 
day, the high rate also influencing 
selling to some extent, although it 
was regarded as incidental to month- 
end settlements. 
commercial paper markets were quiet 
with no change in rates. 

Foreign exchanges displayéd a 
heavy tone. Demand sterling was off 
nearly a cent at $4 :56 1-4 and French 
francs were 5 points lower at 5.81c. 
German marks were again below $1 a 
million.

New Orleans, July 31.—Mild ad-|

COST OF GOVERNMENT 


IN MACON INCREASES 


Macon, Ga., July 31.—The cost 
of government for the city of Macon 
for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1922, amounted to $1,644,463, a 
per capita cost of $29.70, according to 
official figures received here tonight 
from the United States department of 
commerce, based on reports from the 
bureau of the census, 

In 1917, the per capita cost was 
$25.84 and in 1914, $22 23, the totais 
for these years being $3,307,780 and 
$1,014,685, respectively, it was stated 

The per capita costs for 1922 con- 
sisted of expenses of general depart- 
ments, $18.94; expenses of public 
service enterprises, $3.08; payments 
for interest, $2.07, and for outlays, 
$5.61, a acgording to the report. 

“The “total revenue receipts for 
1922 were $1,584,834, or $28.62 per 
capita,” it was stated. “The per 
capita excess of governmental costs 
over revenue receipts, therefore, was 
$1.08. 

“In Macon, property taxes repre- 
sented 57.0 per cent of the total rev- 
enue for 1922—37.2 per cent for 1917 
and 42.4 per cent for 1914. The in- 
crease in the amount of property 
taxes collected was 0.8 per cent from 
1914 to 1917, and 116.6 per cent from 
1917 to 1922 The per capita prop- 
erty taxes for the three specified years 
ware $16.32, $8.24 and $9.11, respect- 
ively. 

“Earnings of public service enter-

Does Not Criticise. 


I do not come in a spirit of criticism. 
In character and ability the personnel - of 
this general assembly is second to none 
with which I have come in contact. I ‘have 
never known a body so uniformly dominated 
by an honest purpose to meet its obliga- 
tions and do its duty. The senate has pass- 
ed s0mIe very congructive bills. Charged 
by the constitution with. originating the 
general appropriation bill, the house has 
given its attention to this measure. Much 
vitally important committee work has been 
done, with large attendance upon the meet- 
ings and every indication of conscientious 
action upon each measure considered. I 


have no quarrel with either house over a 
failure to conclude legislation upon the sub- 
jects which are demanded by the people. 
But you will pardon me for saying that the 
promptest consideration and most rigid at- 
tention must be given these vitally im- 
portant measures if they are enacted into 
law and the people given relief so sorely 
needed. Other matters of less importance 
are pending, and ‘these should be given at- 
tention, FE beg you to realize that even if 
you remain in’ session on Saturdays, only 
thirteen working days remain. In the face 
of the present financial suffering it would 
be a calamity whjch will not soon be for- 
gotten if the full constitutional time of 
this session is exhausted without remedial 
action, forcing upon the shoulders of an 
already overburdened people the ¢xpense 
of an extra session. My conception of duty 
compels me to inform yon that I will call 
yous.back in extraordinary session unless 
at least the foundation for tax reform is 
laid at this session. 


Delay Is Fatal. 


I warn you that delay in action, con- 
tinued disecassion of matters less vital, is 
playing into the hands of the tax-dodging 
class which is so well psatisfied with the 
present system. It will now do to say that 
next year will do as well. We can have 
no prosperity until our tax system is stab- 
ilized. Many large industrial plants are 
leaving New England for the south. We 
cannot hope to locate such plants in Geor- 
gia until we lay the foundation for a per- 
manent, stabilized tax system.« There will 
be no peace and there should be no peace 
so long as one-third of the people and one- 
third of the property of the state are bear- 
ing all the burden of taxation. Moreover, 
there will not be sufficient time after the 
next session to inform or educate the peo- 
ple on the constitutional amendments that 
may be yassed. The regular session next 
year will be held during a political 
paign, national, state and local. You can-
